• MILITARY JUSTICE IN the Air Force is equal to and 
perhaps superior to civil justice, according to Brig. General 
Albert M. Kuhfeld, Assistant Judge Advocate General of the 
Air Force. 

In an address given before students of the 4th Institute 
of Correctional Administra- 
tion on November 18, Gen. 

Kuhfeld compared a court 
martial to a civil case. 

He stated that civil cases bring 
a great deal of expense to the 
defendant, and that to appeal a 
case means even greater expense. 

On the other hand, he pointed out 
that counsel is given to defendants 
in military cases at no expense. 

Gen. Kuhfeld also pointed out 
that civil service cases sometimes 
become merely "trials of wit." 


’The General said that he be- 
lieves that in the Air Force a man 
has a better chance when being 
tried by a military court than he 
would if he were being tried by a 
civil court.
